The applicant is directed to 
applications 11/219737, which in (current) claim 6 recites a methine dye, which embraces the oxonol dyes of formula 5 [0122] and pages 
22-23 as evidenced by [0166], application 10/849519, which in (current) claim 9 recites oxonol dyes of formula 5, which embrace the oxonol 
compounds of pages 27-28, application 10/892306, which in (current) claim 12 recites an oxonol dye bounded by formula 5 [0070] and 
those found on pages 18-19, and parent 71 12616 which claims oxonol dyes in claim 10, including those taught at columns 27-30. The 
claims of these are all directed to two photon recording composition, so the use of the instant claims is obvious. The applicant might 
consider resubmitting this amendment with terminal disclaimers. 
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
